As 
the reduction authorized by Congress 
for this year w as not made continuing, 
new legislation will have to 'be passed 
or the previous higher rates will r e ­ 
turn. 
The tw’o st ate m ents late yesterday 
followed earl ier pessimistic forecasts 
by T re a su ry experts.

these gloomy re ports brought a round 
of conferences and the optimistic a n ­ 
nouncem e nts followed.
